The fates are kind these times to Ad- 


ams. Zylonite has been revived to her 
and now she is to be given the largest 
cotton mill of America. The mill will be 
the property of the Berkshire Cotton 
Manufacturing company and will be 
known as Berkshire No. 3. It will be lo- 
cated on the land west of the Boston and 
Albany railroad track, extending along 
Depot street from Hoosac street to the 
corner of Pleasant and School streets. 
The site is now occupied by the Boston & 


Albany freight yard, M. J. Holden & 
Son's lumber yard, Baker's coal office and 
W. C. Plunkett & Son's mill, No. 2. The 
main part of the new mill will be 425 feet 
long and 116 feet wide and five stories 
high.

The Secretary of War Declares 


his Intention of Resi£nin£. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


LONDON, June 22.—Prior to the meeting 


of the cabinet today, Mr. Campbell Ban 
nerman, Secretary of War, informed his 
colleagues of his unalterable determina- 
tion to resign unless the House of Coni- 
mous rescinds its note on the question of 
his salary, that the opposition may criti- 
the estimates. 
Only the consideration- 


of adding to the difficulties of the govern- 
ment, he declared, prevented his immedi- 


' ate withdrawal from his office. 
In some 


circles it is believed the cabinet will 
refuse to resign, but will decide to raise 
the question of confidence, and force it to 
an immediate vote. Liberal whips express 
assurances of victory, should the confi- 
dence of the House in the ministry be 
challenged. 


LONDON, June 22.—At a cabinet councij 


today it was decided that Sir William Har- 
court, Chancellor of the Exchequer, shall 
make a statement in the House of Com- 
mons Monday next. 
On the same day, 


Mr. Ellis, the Liberal whip, will state that 
the government is pledged to pass the 
Irish land bill before the dissolution of 
parliament. The belief gains ground that 
the ministry will not resign. 


It has leaked out that it is the intention 


of the Government to propose the Duke 
of Connaught as the new commander-in- 
chief of the army. The adhesion of con- 
servatives to this scheme has been as- 
sumed. Otherwise a proposal could not 
possibly be put through the house in this 
matter. The queen has carried her point 
that a prince of royal blood fshall be in 
chief command of the British army. 


IN DEBS' EAVOK. 


Labor to Hold Meetings Through- 


out the United States.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 22.—The 


officers of the National Federation of 
labor in this city are preparing to call 
meetings to be held in every city of the 
United States a week from next Sunday to 
denounce the decision by which Debs is 
suffering imprisonment. The object of 
the meetings is to secure the passage of a 
law by the next congress defining the 
rights of workingmen and abolishment of 
injunction.

Boys and Girls Plan and Present a Meritor- 


ious Tented Performance. 


The shade of Barnum or the influence of \ 


Buffalo Bill is at work in Houghtonville, 
and that neighborhood is entertrined by 
an unusual circus and wild west show. 
The boys have had little sleep "o" nights" 
up there for about a week and pieces of 
old carpet and well used bed clothing 
have disappeared from the garrets of 
many homes. 


tlnderneath the spreading branches of a 


sheltering elm in the rear of Mr. Whit- 
ney's property is a tent which would be 
taken for the habitation of a Bohemian 
band, and not for the quarters of the 
meritorious saw dust ring imitation 
that it is. The main part is quadrangular 
in shape, and to it are several additions 
much resembling Indian wigwams. This 
resemblance is not inappropriate when the 
contents are considered. 
This tent, with 


its wigwam-hke additions, is the home of 
"Messiers Big show." The opening per- 
formances of this show were given yester- 
day to a large audience. 


Like all circuses the Messier show has a 


morning parade. Yesterday's parade con- 
tained most of the features that all parades 
contain. It had its band of music and 
band of Indians and a liberal nu nber of 
cowboy's, all mounted. 
There were 


chimes and female performers and an 
"original Deadwood coach." The parade 
passed through several streets in the sec- 
tion, and it was followed by the strong 
voiced man who proclaims a free show at 
the grounds. 
A large number of the 


surrounding 
neighbors 
followed 


after 
the 
parade 
and 
the 


the afternoon performance was given to a 
fair audience. The price of admission was 
not a great obstacle, it being only three 
cents with an addition to make it a nickel 
if it was desired to stay to the concert. 
The accommodations for the audience 
were in one end of the tent. The seats 
were fitted up in regular circus-seat-Iike 
fashion with the proper amount of lia- 
bility to fall. About 100 could be seated— 
comfortably—if there were no objections 
to pronounced inclinations nor projecting 
nails. The feeling of insecurity of course 
could hardly be considered. Perhaps for 
reasons of economy more than for ventila- 
tion the greater part of the tent had no 
roof, and the little bit that there was cov- 
eredthe spectatois and was plentifully 
punctured. At night the peformance was 
given under the glare of two house lan- 
terns, one of which would be a profitable 
lamp-black factory. 


The program contains all that could be 


desired. The specialties are 
numerous 


and at the close of each one the three- 
quilt curtain is drawn until the perform- 
ers again appear. There is a preponder- 
ance of commedians, who give many 
laughable acts. The wild west features 
are thrillings scenes. The Deadwood coach 
containing its passengers are followed by 
a band of weary pioneers. As it moves 
slowly over the plains the savage Indians 
appear and with blood curdling yells at- 
tack the band. Shots are exchanged rap- 
idly with deadly effect and when all 
hope seems to be lost the courageous 
cowboys appear. The battle is waged 
with renewed vigor and a remnant of the 
redskins retreats madly leaving many of 
their blood thirsty companions dying and 
dead on the scene. This horror is hardly 
over until the settler's lone cabin is sur- 
rounded with savages. The destructive 
torch is applied and the inmates flee from 
a fiery death into the unmerciful hands of 
the human brutes. 
Before the poised 


tomahawks fall upon the defenseless 
heads rifle shots ring out and Indian 
after Indian falls. 
Again the cowboys 


have shown their valor. When the sav- 
age enemy has been repulsed the rough 
roamers of the prairies put away their 
smoking weapons and gently minister to 
the comfortless widow and 
fatherless 


babe. With this the circus closes. 
Then 


comes the concert in which several of the 
little girls of the neighborhood appear. 
To give it genuine flavor these little girls 
have discarded the dresses in which they 
go to school and courageously have 
donned the Sunday attire of their brothers. 
They sing, dance and recite and give a 
very pleasant entertainment. 


Willie Messier is manager and sole pro- 


prietor of this show. 
He conducts it on 


purely business principles and has a troup 
of ten artists. The ingenuity displayed in 
the whole show is a fine example of what 
boys can accomplish. The tent is rough, 
but symmetrically built. Every Indian 
has his feathers and paint. The firearms 
are the usual large sized toy pistols with 
which quite a racket can be made. The 
"Deadwood" coach is made from a boy's 
express wagon, barrel hoops and canvas. 
This is the third season of Master Messier's 
success and each year he enlarges his 
tents and increases the quality and num. 
ber of his performances. London has her 
permanent circus. North Adams has her 
permanent circus and the remainder of 
this state should ba envious. 


LINES AND GRADES. 


A Citizen Thinks They Should be Estab- 


lished Before Doing Permanent Work. 


Editor Transcript:—I notice by your 


paper that some 500 feet or more of curb- 
ing is to be laid in our streets this season. 
That is all very well. I have no doubt it 
is needed, but what occurs to me as very 
inconsistent is that this curbing should be 
laid before any permanent lines 
and 


grades have been established. We get the 
cart before the horse, so to speak. 


There are many places in town where 


the lines and grades have been changed 
several times within the past few years, 
involving unnecessary expense to the tax- 
payers. Our town affairs, in many re- 
spects, have been managed like boys' play. 
Take the road from here to Braytouviile 
for an example. This is a four-rod county 
road, and still the lines w*re never estab- 
lished so that people knew exactly where 
to build, consequently the buildings, many 
of them, now encroach upon the street, 
leaving in many places only three rods, 
and in some places even less than that for 
the street. 


Take the new road to Greylock. The 


commissioners laid it out four rods wide, 
but instead of the town preserving its 
entire width our authorities have allowed 
some of the new houses already to en- 
coach upon the street. These things are 
entirely uncalled for and the correction of 
these mistakes will, later on, all fall upon 
the taxpayers. We had an example of 
this kind only a few years since in the 
town of Westfield, where several large 
brick blocks had to be taken off from four 
to eight feet to preserve the street line, 
and the entire expense was borne by the 
town. 


An opportunity now presents itself to 


us to establish our street lines to Blackin- 
ton, as we are about toj have an electric 
road to Williamstown, and I hope no rails 
will be laid until the lines are fixed for all 
time. And if I may be allowed to suggest, 
I should say that I hope the electric road 
will be put on the outer line of the street, 
then a row of trees between the rails and 
sidew alk, then another row of trees be- 
tween the sidewalk and street; then, 
with a well managed and equipped road, 
North Adams will have something to 
be proud of and the stockholders a paying 
investment.

.rood.1'and so the present silver mov'J- 
-r.t nt is not without compensations. 
We 


•do not think the Democratic party, since 
its, administrative power and irresponsi- 
bility began, can be commended eithi r 
for its purpose or its wisdom, but the 
course of President Cleveland and Secrc- 
t.'.iv Carlisle, and of such Democratic 
new -papers as the Richmond Times and 
the Louisville Courier-Journal, toward 
«ihcr has certainly been patriotic even if 
self-interested, and it has had effect wher'- 
influence was wost needed. 


In contrast with the above out spoken- 


ne;s> against silver, it will probably be 
urgtd that the League Meeting of Repub- 
lican clubs at Cleveland, Ohio, failed of 
frankness in referring this issue to the 
next National convention, but we do not 
think this charge can be fairly made.

Spoke "For Better American Boads." He 
told of the marvelous development of this 
country and to what an extend the United 
States had surpassed 
all 
European 


countries in many lines of progress, but 
these lines of progress are not in the 
building of roads. Mr. Blake said lie be- 
lieved a large share of the money ex- 
pended in road making in this country 
was wasted because of the poor quality of 
the material used and the .incompleteness 
in road structure. He spoke of the excel- 
lence of macadamized state roads and said 
he believed it to be the ushering in of a 
new era in the building of American high- 
ways. Mr. Blake made the statement 
that a horse could draw four times as 
heavy a load over a macadamized road as 
over the usual country road in spring- 
time.

Miss Anne Elizabeth Eadie 


Read an essay on the "Benefactors of Ed- 
ucation." She said that the world will 
always give praise to those who deserve it. 
She told of what diflerent men have done 
for the world in regard to education. She 
spoke of Peter Cooper and his gift of 
52,000,000 for the building of an educational 
institution which should be a place of ed- 
ucation for those who needed help. She 
told of the founding of Vassar college, of 
Wesleyan, of Harvard, of Yale and of 
Princeton, and of the founder of Williams 
college, the hero of Fort Massachusetts. 
She said that education stood for the im- 
provement of humanity and the advance- 
ment of Christianity. 


Marcus Morton Dean 


Delivered the honorary oration and spoke 
upon "Wealth and the Commenwealth." 
Mr. Dean said that during the past two 
centuries a complete change has taken 
place in the labor affairs of the world. 
There have become two factions, the em- 
ployer and the employe. He said he ad- 
mitted that affairs were in an unhealthly 
growth, but that competition and not di- 
vision of capital was the lever that could 
lift this growth from a rotting foundation. 
As an example of the latter, Mr. Dean 
cited the Russians, order and pronounced 
it to be a failure. He said that in this life 
would come the survival of the fittest. 
Competition is a product of civilization 
in business mtn; it is these men that have 
given that spirit of competition to our city 
that has enabled its light to shine far over 
our Berkshire hills, and to be seen 
throughout the length and breadth of our 
Commonwealth. 


A song, "The Old Folks at Home," was 


rendered so well by the "teachers quar- 
tette" that an encore was called. 


Miss Jessie Mable Fiege 


Traced "The Growth of the English 
Language." She began with the Anglo- 
Saxon race and told of the various changes 
that had been wrought in the language by 
conquest; of the advantages of the coming 
of the printing press, and of what changes 
social life and invention had made. 
Miss 


Fiege showed how, that as soon as needed 
new words were adopted. 
She spoke of 


the wonderful manner in which the Eng- 
lish language had spread; how that from 
the British Isles this language had gone 
out to five-eights of the inhabitants of the 
globe. 


Max Howard Miner 


Gave the class history. He said that to a 
casual observer the history of every class 
seemed the same, but that to the mem- 
bers of a class o< which they are a part 
that class has a strong individuality; and 
that the class of'95 has an individual his- 
tory. Mr. Miner said that his remarks 
would be a series of reminiscences, and 
from the entrance of the class, with laugha- 
ble incidents, he traced its course through 
school. The class entered with a mem 
bership of fifty-one and was graduated 
with a membership of eleven. The his- 
torian told of the different teachers the 
class had studied under, and when Mr. 
Spaulding's name was mentioned applause 
followed. Mr. Miner told of the different 
sleigh-rides the class had had and the 
many pleasant memories of delightful 
parties that they would take with them 
through life. Mr. Miner spose of the fu- 
ture, and said he hoped that in later life 
the past would seem as pleasant as the 
future now looks.

Miss Sara Genevieve Wood 


Read an essay upon "Domestic Co-opera- 
tion." Miss Wood spoke of the toilsome 
life of women. She said that their work 
was never done, but was a constant drudg- 
ery.

All 
should live as one family and the cooking 
for all the families should be one great 
institution. Miss Wood showed how this 
would save expense and materially lessen 
the burdens of the wife and mother. If 
this scheme were adopted she thought

istence and be more enjoyable compan- 
ions to their husbands and children. 


William John McGurk, 


The valedictorian, spoke upon "School 
Administration." 
Mr. McGurk 
was 


greeted with applause. He said that the 
point where we fail in our school govern- 
ment is in lack of centralization of direc- 
tion. 
It is impossible for the public to 


judge as to where fault lies. The sc Jool 
board and the board of supervision should 
be distinctively apart. The discipline, 
appointment of teachers, buying of books 
and such matters belong wholly to the 
superintendent. The school committee is 
composed of business men who are forced 
to make school matters a secondary con- 
sideration, and should have no part in 
this. Mr. McGurk said the school com- 
mittee should tend to all other matters, 
such as appropriations, repairs, etc., and 
that their meetings should be public 
(applause.) 
He said that the greatest 


care should be taken in the selection of 
teachers, for on the teacher depends 
largely the fate of the class's good work. 
Mr. McGurk in closing addressed a few 
words to his classmates. 


All the speakers were heartily ap- 


plauded. 


Presentation of Diplomas. 


O. A. Archer, in presenting the diplo- 


mas to the graduates, addressed to them 
a few words of advice and encourage- 
ment. He thought they had held up the 
standards of Drury well. 
He said that 


those who went out-into the world now, 
stood upon the threshold of life. He said 
that with age comes sorrow and strife and 
that between the ages of sixteen and 
twenty-one a young man thiaks he knows 
more than at any other time of life. 
In 


youth he said the horizon is limited and 
the hard blows that mould character have 
not been received. Mr. Archer wid he 
would like to change their motto from 
"Truth Before Favor" to "Truth and

Truth and faithfulness, 


he said, are the two great qualities that 


lift up a man. Mr. Archer gave them his 
best wishes for future happiness and God 
speed. 


After the speaking the graduates re- 


ceived their friends on the 
platform. 


When the church was deserted the under- 
graduates cheered again and again in 
front of the building and sang school 
songs. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Continues to Be Exceptionally Favorable In 


Nearly All Branches. 


NEW YOKK, June 22.—Bradstreet's today 


says: The feature of the business week is 
the customary check to activity in trading 
in staple articles of merchandise, due to 
the near approach of midsummer, with 
the accompanying stock-taking in some 
lines. 


In addition to this, perhaps the only 


other feature not pointing to improve- 
ment is the reaction of prices of. cotton, 
coal, wheat flour, wheat, corn, oats, pork 
and lard from previous relatively high 
levels. In almost all other directions re- 
ports on the business situation and out- 
look are exceptionally favorable. 


Notwithstanding the reaction in the 


price of cotton, cotton goods in some in- 
stances are higher, with the market quiet 
and likely to remain so until after July 1. 
Woblen goods are quiet, with mills fairly 
well emplo3Ted where labor troubles have 
not interfered. Trading in wool has been 
very heavy. 


The remarkable strength of the demand 


for iron and steel continues, perhaps, the 
most striking feature. 


Another large bank clearings total from 


74 cities in the United States this week— 
$1,07G,000,000—is evidence of the mainten- 
ance of a relatively large volume of trad- 
ing, 
as purely speculative transactions 


have declined in volume of late' 


At eastern cities the approach of mid- 


summer begins to show itself variously, 
in some lines by checked volumes of sales,
